the London Daily Mail on December 16th last. This 
is what the Daily Mail said--“Canadians, until recent- 
ly, stood easily higher amongst the Colonial securi- 
ties, ahd not many months ago the Dominion of 
. Canada’s 3 1-2 per cents (there was no 4 per cent 
then) stood some half a dozen points higher than 
corresponding Western Australia stock, whereas now, 
the Western Australian 4 per cents recently issued at 
97 stand at 2 premium, while Canadian 4 per cents 
issued at the same price stand at one-half discount.” 

Such a lesson, coming from an. absolutely un- 
biassed source, needs little comment. The govern- 

_ment tries to cover up its unfortunate financial mud-~ 
dles by blaming them on tight money. The financial 
stringency has affected the whole world, it cannot be 
that which tumbled Canada from the proud place it 
occupied amongst the world’s financiers under the 
Liberal government. There is only one possible rea- 
son, Bordenism, bungling and extravagance. It is 
time the curtain was rung down on the farce being 
played. Canada, to preserve its credit at home and 
abroad, needs to return to the sane Government it 
enjoyed from 1896 to 1911. 

What Others Think of kt. 

Canada’s credit is distinctly suffering under 
the spectacular and inept management of Hon. 
W. T. White, Mr. Borden’s Finance Minister. 
During fifteen years Hon. W. S. Fielding had 
carefully guarded the credit of the Dominion as 
one of its most precious assets. Loans were 
avoided as far as possible, and when they were 
required, such was the confidence inspired- by 
Hon. Mr, Fielding’s methods, that he was able 
to negotiate loans at rates varying from 2 2 to 
3 1-2 per cent. These loans were invariably re- 
garded as gilt-edged securities and were eagerly 
taken up by the British investing public, It was 
this ready appetite for Canadian Government 
securities which kept the interest rate down, It 
was the excellent condition of Canadian finance 
and Hon. Mr. Fielding’s modest demands on the 
money market that whetted the appetite of the 
British investors, ~ 

Canadian credit thus stood high until the de- 
feat of the Laurier government in 1911. It 
has remained for the Borden government, which 
came to office with loud protestations of economy 
to antagonize the big financial interests at Lon- 
do, becaton, Bt: Saesaee Reet ieestek de 
mand for loans.

PRICES STILL SOARING 

During November the cost of living, according 
to the Labor Department's scale showed an in- 
crease of two points, being 1884 as against 136.8 
in October. The main increases were in the no 
ceasities of life, such as beef, mutton, potatoes, milk 
eggs and similar articles, all of which were marked 
ly dearer, The general average was reduced by 
lower costs of such useful articles of home consnmp- 
tion as pig iron, iron piping, and other large man- 
ufactured products, 

It is admitted that this great increase in the 
cost of foodstuffs was caused by the natural trend 
of prices to level upwards to the United States 
markets since they had been opened by the Under- 
wood system of free food. If the abolition of the 
U. S. tariff on food can raise the price to the Cana- 
Mian householder, surely giving Canada free food can 
reduce the cost of living to the Canadian consumer.

«ontinue winter-like from this out there is no 
doubt that merchants would still have a chance 
to dispose of merchandise, the movement of 
which ‘has been retarded by the mildness of the 
_season. There is a feeling of confidence in all 
business circles. The outlook continues encourag- 
ing, and many predict a greater swing to trade 
after the first of the year. The money situation 
is gradually easing up, and industrially prospects 
are proilriag.

When recently stories began to leak 
out about gross mis-mianagement and 
"waste in connection with ‘the Govern- 
ment work at Port Nelaon on Hudson 
Bay, a rush Was made to cover the mat- 
ver op ander blank official denials, with 
Hon. Frank Cochrane as the chief denier. 
But the truth would not down, and as 
time goes 6n it becomes more and more 
apparent that the government has worse 


than bungled the very cominencement of, 


the first important piece of work they 
have undertaken during their two years 
of power. Now. Oaptain Robertson of 
the steamer ‘‘Alette’? which was charter- 


™) ed by the government, unable to load at 


Port Nelson and wrecked on the ice, has 
given a signed statement of conditions ut 
the Hudson Bay ‘terminal’ which 
shows that the position is worse than was 
imagined, 

Captain Roberteon declares that the 
original reports of the terrible conditions 
at Port Nelson were altogether too mod- 
est. His ship arrived at Port Nelson on 
September 14th after considerable trouble 
with jee in Hudson Strait. At Port Nel- 
aon their real. troubles begau with the 
discovery that although the different 
channels had been accurately charted. 
the Marine department had either placed 
buoys wrong or not placed them at all. 
It was owing to this Captain Robertson 
states, that the Government steamship 
“Cearenne’’ was wrecked with so much 
loss, and his own ship was almost wreck 
ed at the same spot, 
around for the channel. 

On reaching the spot the Alette had to 
anchor eight mile’ away owing w the 
shallow water, together with a small fleet 
of other vessels tied up for the same rea- 
gon. There was only one small lighter to 
unload these ships, wfth the result that 
all were lying idle, Finally the Alette’s 
deck load of lumber was thrown over 
board and much of it lost. Eventually 
Captain Robertson was compelled to 
start back with bis main cargo untouch- 
ed, in order to avoid danger from the 
lateness of the season. That this was 
necessary is shown by the fact that the 
Alette’s bows were smashed on the ice 
and she had to be beached, where she 
and her cargo Willlikely be a total loss 

As to conditions on shore at Port Nel- 
son, Captain Robertson says there is a 
condition of indescribable chaos, with all 
sorts of. valuable material scattered 
around on the beach and no place to 
at RS Dad as for the Foods, theres 
ing no lumber to build shacks, so that it 

looked as though maay of the men would 
have to face the Arctic winter in  teuts. 
On the other hand, as respected the of 
ficials, Captain Robertson says, ‘The 
Government officials are housed most 
comfortably and live gorgeonsly I was 
up to meals several times and never saw 
such spreaas before.’’ Captain Robert- 
son declares that scarcely anything to- 
wards construction at the port bad been 
done excypt ‘the laying out of a grave- 
yard. 

The facilities at the “port” were a 
small landing stage and a five ton derrick 
at which the one lighter unloads, making 
only one trip each tide. 

Captain Robertson concludes with the 
opinion that Port Nelson isan im possible 
harbor, since it could never b: made a 
port of shelter to ships driven back by 

’ jee in the Straits. His opinion was that 

Fort Churchill was a much more likely 

port. 

The whole evidence by a practical man 
on the spot shows that the government 
has selected the wrong site for its terminal 
port and then done everything in the 
way of mismanagement, neglect and 
waste to botch the work «they have 
undertaken.

“If they should adjudge Larkin an 
undesirable citizen, then he can appeal 
from the decision to this department.
